The men soon became
boisterous and several who happened
on the street at Lhat late hour were
Pres.
ently Policeman Gamble arrived on
the seene and ndvised the most bois-
terous of the three to cease muking so
much disturtance at the same time
advising him to go home and go to
bed, But this did not seem 1o have
the desired effect sioce the long
winded orator did not even stop
for breath.
